The following letter is from 
Irvin Rose, who is now stationed 
in the Canal Zone, to his family 
here: 

October 27, 1942 
Mrs. P. G. Rose, 
1701 Montcalm St. 
Dear Mother, Dad and Stan: 

We finally moved the building 
answer your two letters (12th 
and 20th). I'd have written 
sooner except that the past week 
has seen meworking for a change. 
It was just a week ago today 
that one of the Jewish boys in 
the Medics came over and got 
me. He said they had obtained 
a building that we cou!d use for 
a chapel. 

We finally moved the buildig 
about a half mile to its final rest 
ing place. It was leveled, repaired 
and painted on the outside. The 
inside work was my job. I took 
out a booth (like in a restaurant) 
and a small table and put them 
in the small room to be used 
for an office. The building has 
already a lavatory and shower, 
also a big dry closet. 

I cut into the wall and inserted 
a cabinet which will be used for 
the Arch. The cabinet I built 
and also a swell altar. Yesterday 
and today I made 10 benches to 
sit on. All together I’ll be able 
to seat 50 persons in the syna- 
gogue—because that’s what it’s 
going to be. 

I think I’m going to be the 
shamus! Will let you know later.

Anyway they want me to be 
the shamus. I can keep the plage 
just the way it should be, Jy 
a couple of days I'll have the 
water and electricity connecteg 
and I’ll be ready for business, 
The rabbi left me prayer bookg 
and some other books to start 
a Jewish library for the fellows 
We'll have Friday night services 
with every week, some fellow 
acting as rabbi, and rabbi Within 
will be up every Saturday after. 
noon to read out of the Sefer 
Torah which he is going to leave 
in the Arch. I also have a Ner 
Tomid over the Ten Command- 
ments. 

This will be the only synagogue 
on an army post in this area, 
which is larger than I can tel] 
you. Really, mother, since I’ve 
been here I’ve not enjoyed my- 
self half as much as I have this 
past week—working on my own 
synagogue. It is something to 
appreciate. The commanding of.- 
ficer of the post said we will have 
his fullest cooperation for any- 
thing we need or want. 

Later I’ll send you a picture 
of it—before and after. I have 
some good ones taken with my 
camera. It takes swell pictures, 
* Well, that’s about all for now. 
It’s funny, tho, isn’t it? Long 
time ago Aunt thought I was 
going to be a rabbi and now I’m 
the shamus. Well, I came close.

WASHINGTON— Two Jewish 
incumbents in the House of Rep- 
resentatives were defeated and 
a Jewish newcomer was elected, 
final returns from the Congres- 
sional elections throughout the 
nation indicate. Since six Jew- 
ish representatives were re-elect- 
ed this will bring the total num- 
ber of Jews in the 78th Congress 
to seven. There are no Jews in 
the Senate. 

Daniel Ellison, Republican, 
defeated Joseph M. Wyatt in 
Baltimore’s fourth district, to be- 
come the first G. O. P. repre- 
sentative in the Maryland dele- 
gation since 1901, and the third 
in Congress. Leon Sacks, Penn- 
sylvania Democrat, lost to his 
Republican opponent after six 
years of service, as did Hermann 
Paul Koppleman, Democrat of 


Connecticut, who had _ served 
only one term. 
Samuel Arthur Weiss, Glass- 


port, Pa.. Democrat was reelected 
by an increased majority in a 
normally Republican district.

NEW YORK—Add a clean bill 


of health to a clean bill of pa- 
triotism, mix well with experi- 
ence gained under fire in two 
wars, and what have you? Why, 
you — and Uncle Sam’s army — 
have Pvt. Harry Rudolph, age 63, 
the oldest enlisted man at the 
Army Air Forces Basic Training 
Center, Scott Field, Ill. 

This is what Private Rudolph 
went through to get where he is 
today. First he gave up a profit- 
able restaurant business in San- 
Antonio, Tex. Then he relinquish- 
ed a $60-a-month army pension. 
Following that, he underwent an 
operation for removal of varicose 
veins. That’s where he got the 
clean bill of health; he had al- 
ways had the clean bill of pa- 
triotism. 

His first stop after enlisting 
was Dodd Field, Texas. He was 
subsequently transferred to Shep- 
pard Field and later to Lowry 
Field, Colo. Then he was sent to 


Kearns Field, Utah, for reclassi- 
fication, and finally landed at 
Scott Field. At each port of call, 
he established a new record—that 
of being the oldest enlisted man 
on the premises. 

Private Rudolph got his first 
taste of combat during the Phil- 
lippine Isurrection. He served un- 
der Gen. MacArthur, and hopes 
to be with Gen. MacArthur when 
that fighting son of a fighting 
father retakes Manila. Between 
MacArthurs, he served a hitch 
in France duing the first World 
War, and if he can’t be in on the 
kill at Manila, he’d like a return 
engagement against the Germans. 

Right now, he’s taking a radio 
course. Object? Assignment to

Cuba Proposes Passport 
To Ease Refugee Travel

HAVANA—The Cuban govern- 


ment has proposed to all the gov- 
ernments in the Western Hemis- 
phere that they adopt a uniform 
passport—similar to the Nansen 
passports—for use by refugees 
coming from any of the Allied 
nations, according to official 
sources here. A draft of the pro- 
posed passport has been submit- 
ted to the various nations in- 
volved. 

It was pointed out here that 
at present refugees arriving from 
Europe are unable to travel be- 
tween countries in the Americas 
because they do not possess the 
necessary documents. Should the 
Cuban suggestions be approved, 
it would facilitate the movement 
of such refugees from one Ameri- 
can country to another where 
they would be in a better posi- 
tion to earn a livelihood. 





Eliot Opposes 
Jewish Army

NEW YORK — Major George 


Fielding Eliot, military expert of 
the New York Herald Tribune 
whose articles are syndicated 
throughout the country, this week 
expressed strong opposition to 
the formation of a Jewish army 
in Palestine. 

Writing in the Herald-Tribune, 
Major Eliot asserted that it would 
be difficult to find instructors for 
the training of Jewish officers for 
a separate Jewish army “at a 
time when it is difficult enough 
to find adequate instructors for 
the officers-training programs of 
the British and American armies.” 
Stating that a Jewish army could 
not possibly be prepared for the 
field in less than a year, to eigh- 
teen months, Major Eliot writes 
that “it is, therefore, beside the 
point to urge that the formation 
of such a force could have any 
immediate effect on the fortunes 
of war in the Middle East.” 


Pointing to the lack of ship- 
ping facilities, he says that “it 
would be an advantage gratuit- 
ously offered to the enemy” if a 
single ton were diverted “for the 
purpose of building up an army 
which could not possibly take the 
field for a year, and probably 
not for a much longer period.” He 
refers to the fact that a Palestine 
regiment with Jewish and Arab 
battalions has been formed, and 
concludes: “It is the considered 
judgment of this writer that any 
attempt to form and equip a Jew- 
ish army in Palestine at this stage 
of the war would be a detriment 
rather than an aid to the cause 
which the proponents of this idea 
are seeking to serve.”

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VENGEANCE 





j HEAR about Kurt Sternberg and how he 
came to the exquisite moment of complete 
vengeance. (Kurt Sternberg is not exactly his 
name. Vengeance is a private matter and a 
civilized man like Kurt Sternberg doesn’t care 
to have his name blown all over the land in a 
matter of the strictly private attainment of ven- 
geance.) 

It was not the crude vengeance that enables 
a man to stick a knife into his enemy. That’s 
messy business, anyway, sticking a knife. into 
an enemy, and Kurt Sternberg never could have 
managed it. 

Kurt’s hand hasn’t any lethal skill and his 
heart hasn’t any relish for killing and his stom- 
ach would retch at the sight of another man’s 
blood. 

He was enjoying a revenge much more satis- 
fying to the soul of a man of artistic taste like 
Kurt Sternberg. It is doubtful pleasure to look 
at a dead enemy. What does the dead enemy 
know of vengeance having at last overtaken 
him? Vengeance by death is too one-sided. 

Kurt had the living enemy under his hand. 
This time vengeance was the ironic comedian. 
Kurt who had come from a concentration camp 
was looking at his enemy now himself confined 
in a concentration camp. Kurt was his guard, 
marching around the wire fence to keep him in, 
but that isn’t the whole story of Kurt Stern- 
berg’s revenge. 

He had been hoping a long time for the mo- 
ment when things would be evened up for him. 
The months when he was in the Nazi concen- 
tration camp he had been prayerfully thinking 
of the ancient promise that the wicked must in 
due time get what’s surely coming to them. 
The Scriptures were full of that. 

On the days, in the concentration camp, 
when they made him stand still for hours under 
the broiling sun or in bitter winter blasts, he 
had thought much on vengeance. He had had 
fantastic ideas: Yes, he would gather all the 
Nazis together and transport them beyond the 
Arctic circle and make them stand stock-still 
on the North Pole. Or, on the hotter days of tor- 
ture, he thought of shipping them all to the 
equator and making them stand motionlessly 
while the jungle insects buzzed around their 
heads. A man gets such barbaric ideas of ven- 
geance when he is made to stand under a torrid 
sun without being allowed to brush the fly off 
his nose. 

The time he saw Oppenheimer die in the 
concentration camp Kurt gave his imagination 
to a grandiose scheme of revenge. Oppenheimer 
was a frail, weak man who just couldn’t go on 
digging a certain ditch in the camp and had sat 
down when his heart and breath failed him. For 
that reason he was beaten until he died. 

Kurt’s imagination hoped for a time when he 
would be in a position to order Oppenheimer’s 
murderers to start digging in the earth and 
never allow them to quit until they had dug to 
the other side of the earth. He would have a 
phonographic record forever shouting at them 
an enormously amplified voice: “Dig! Dig! Dig!” 

That would be cosmic vengeance! 

Kurt had been a rising young man in the city 
of Mainz where his people had lived hundreds 
of years. The gravestones of his ancestors were 
so old that their inscriptions were almost oblit- 
erated. Kurt’s father had been killed fighting 
for Germany in the last war. In hours of agony 
when Kurt wondered what had become of the 


God who looked after the righteous, he deriveq 
comfort from thinking that God has been goog 
to his father. God had taken his father early in 
life and spared him of the degradation of being 

a Jew in Germany later. 

Yes, Kurt had plenty for which to desire 
vengeance and his fancy made no end of play. 
ing with the idea of perfect revenge. Finally, 
though, a visa came from America and Kurt 
Sternberg was set free and in time he was 
privileged to look at the Statue of Liberty and 
to thank God who rescues the righteous from 
his travail. 

The first thing he did was to apply for citi- 
zenship and soon the five years were over and 
Kurt became a citizen of the United States. He 
had found a way to make a fair living at his 
trade of chemistry and he thanked God for the 
way things turn out all right even after the 
worst. When the time came for Kurt to be 
drafted he went joyously. This was doing some. . 
thing for America that had presented to his 
eyes the Statue of Liberty at its gates and had 
taken him in and embraced him with its citi- 
zenship, as if he were one of its own sons. 

He was sent.to a camp in the South. One 
day the sergeant called him: “You speak Ger. 
man, den’t you?” 

“Sure, I speak German.” 

It was this way, the sergeant said: Some 
Nazi submarine sailors had been captured and 
they were going to be imprisoned in this camp, 
They would be kept in barracks with a fence 
around them. “You, Sternberg, are going to be 
one of the guards because you speak their lan- 
guage.” 

“Me!” 

That was how Kurt Sternberg, a refugee 
from a Nazi concentration camp, became a 
a guard at the concentration camp for Nazis. He 
thought awhile whether to introduce himself to 
them as a Jew. He decided he would... “I’m 
a Jew, you know”... He said it with gloating 
satisfaction at the artistry of vengeance which 
in good time makes a captor of the captive 

But the perfect climax of vengeance was yet 
to come. It came in a dazzling moment when 
Kurt could feel that the score at last was even. 
It wasn’t any of the vengeance he had dreamed 
of in the days of standing still in the heat and 
the cold, not the vengeance his fancy plotted the 
time Oppenheimer died. 

Yes, he saw vengeance in its perfect state 
the day one of the Nazi prisoners said to him; 
“I must thank you. You have been so kind.” 
He hadn’t done anything for him beyond being 
a gentleman and dealing with him as becomes 
one human being to do with another; but the 
man was grateful: “Thank you. You have been 
so kind.” 

This was the vengeance. This perfect art of 
vengeance. This was the same kind of ven- 
geance of which the Psalmist had sung.... 
“Thou preparest a table for me in the presence 
of mine enemies. . . . My cup runneth over”. 
... He had humbled his enemy by being kind. 
The enemy had bowed and thanked him and 
had acknowledged the merits of his character. 

It had all been made up for. . . all he had 
suffered and all he had lost. He had gained the 
perfect jewel of vengeance. Kurt Sternberg’s 
eyes glowed in its dazzling light. He made 
haste to write to a friend: “My dear Oscar, can 
you think of vengeance more exquisite?”

“The new company is just being 
formed and that is an advantage, 
since there will be opportunties 
for rapid promotion. It is a ma- 
chine gun unit and will form the 
bulwark of our defense forces. 
Ought to be a great builder and 
an unforgettable experience. Cer- 
tainly I am anticipating the basic 
training period with unbounded 
enthusiasm. 

“Spirit has been fine throughout 
and not an untoward word or act 
brought to my attention. There 
is a great deal of “gossiping” but 
that, is absolutely normal. You 
can’t grab men out of civilian life 
and throw them into a regimental 
existence without a _ certain 
amount of resentment and com- 
laining. It’s not serious, though, 
and everyone seems determined 
(after letting off steam) to see this 
- thing through in the shortest time 
possible. 

“For me it has been a vacation 
so far. Plenty of good food, 
rather uncomfortable quarters 
and nothing to do except enjoy 
the beautiful climate and atmos- 
phere of your wife’s home state. 
When the snows fall and the 
winds how] and you Hoosiers are 
shivering in your fuel-rationed 
homes, I'll be thinking of you un- 

; der this glorious Florida moon.

great army and I am proud to be 
enlisted in its service. Please 
send me the Post to address con- 
tained on this envelope and re- 
member me to my friends in 
Indianapolis.

New Chaplain, Old Chaplains, the Columbus and Shelbyville 
Jewish Communities 


N THE appointment of a Jewish chaplain for 

Camp Atterbury’s 83rd Division, mention of 
the splendid cooperation from the Columbus 
and Shelbyville Jewish communities, and the 
unexampled interest of the non-Jewish chap- 
lains in the welfare of the Jewish boys at the 
camp may be as opportune as it is well warran- 
ted. The new chaplain, who made his appear- 
ance at services last Friday night for a few 
minutes, is Rabbi Jacob M. Ott, of Chicago. 

The work of the Columbus and Shelbyville 
Jews has caused no amount of comment even 
from veterans of the civilian services with sol- 
diers. Although merely a handful, the families 
from these two cities attend Friday night ser- 
vices en masse, provide a hospitable social hour 
in the Service Club just across the street from 
the chapel, visit the Jewish sick in the Camp 
Hospital, and generally are so friendly and help- 
ful that the work was characterized by one 
soldier as “the most inspiring thing I’ve ever 
seen”, 

The non-Jewish chaplains, namely Maj. 
Luther Evans, Maj. A. P. Donnelly, and Post 


Chaplain Virgil M. Hailey, have gone out of 
their way to do everything possible for the 
Jewish boys. They stand at the door at Friday 
night services to greet the soldiers, they mix 
wtih the boys and their hosts at the receptions 
afterwards, they continually ask the boys to 
come to them with their problems, and gener- 
ally are so friendly and congenial that they 
have earned the gratitude and affection of the 
men to an extent not thought possible. In 
fact they very properly could have been mis- 
taken for rabbis by one unaware of the denom- 
ination they represented, they were that solicit- 
ous about the welfare of the Jewish boys at the 
camp. 


The arrival of Chaplain Ott at Camp Atter- 
bury will definitely mean much to the Jewish 
soldiers stationed there, but his coming was 
more than anticipated by the non-Jewish chap- 
lains, with the result that the Jewish soldiers 
have experienced the fine companionship possi- 
ble when religious barriers crumble and mean 
no more than they are supposed to mean, just 
a difference in belief alone. 


A Challenge To Jewish Women 


HE JEWISH women of the United States have 
done so remarkably with their Hadassah or 
their Council of Jewish Women or their Sister- 
hoods or Auxiliaries that when an appeal is 
made to them for another Jewish project, it 
could almost be expected that its acceptance and 
prosecution to a successful conclusion inevitably 
follow. 


The request, comes from Joseph C. Hyman, 
of the Joint Distribution Committee, a group 
whose founders would certainly have consid- 
ered it ranging far afield from its charter to 
ever have concerned itself with anything out- 
side of philanthropy. 


Mr. Hyman hurls at the modern Jewish 
women this challenge. 

“There is still another responsibility 
which American Jewish women have; 
that of preserving a culture which is as 
old as recorded history! We American 
Jews are now guardians of Jewish tradi. 
tion. We cannot expect that our co-reli- 
gionists in Europe, barely able to exist, 


will do much more than keep body and 

soul together. They have transferred 

to us the torch of Jewish learning, and 

the duty devolves upon American Jewish 

womanhood to see that that flame does 
not go out. Religious worship, Jewish 
education, maintenance of the Jewish 
synagogue and community center—these 
are but a few of the tasks which come to 
mind. Above all, women must hand down 

to today’s Jewish children the tradition 

of our faith—a faith whose light is so 

clear and warming that it has helped to 
keep alive myriads at their lowest ebb.” 

To the Jewish women of Indiana, then, Mr. 
Hyman says in plain words; 

“Attend Friday evening services every Fri- 
day. 

“Observe the Jewish holidays with warmth 
and enthusiasm in your homes. (Christmas is 
not a Jewish holiday). 

“Be sure that your child has a thorough 
understanding of what Judaism is; make him 
proud of his religion instead of resentful. 


Current Comment 


Morgenthau Story Called Libelous by De- 
troit Jewish News—Last week’s story released 
by United Press, stating that “Congressional 
circles understood” that Henry Morgenthau, 
Jr., Secretary of the Treasury, “is being urged to 
relinquish his Cabinet post to assume charge of 
the Zionist movement for establishing Pales- 
tine as the national home of the Jews,” has all 
the earmarks of an anti-Semitic libel. 


This story was complicated by an additional 
assertion that “persons close to Morgenthau 
assert that the Treasury Secretary is not likely 
to take leadership of the Zionist movement un. 
less personally urged ot do so by President 
Roosevelt.” Anyone who knows the situation 
in Washington will at once recognize in this re- 
port an attempt to confuse the minds of people 
and to lead them to believe that the President 
and members of his Cabinet are concerning 
themselves with matters unrelated to the pres- 
ent crisis. ; 

Coming as this report did on the eve of the 
celebration of the 25th anniversary of the Bal- 
four Declaration, there is some ground for be- 
lieving that the news agency’s report is a result 
of the imagination of people unfriendly to both 
President Roosevelt and the Jewish people. 


For, while Zionists plead for our Government’s 
assistance in assuring that pledges to the Jews 
will be honored, we do not ask Cabinet officers 
give up their posts for this purpose. 





Jew a Religious Term, Rabbi Louis I. Wol- 
sey, Philadelphia, Says in Speech over NBC on 
“Message of Israel” Program.—Reform Judaism 
will live in the conviction that the word Jew 
is the name of a religious community—and 
nothing else.
